Civil Eſtate. 

I have no mind to mention the Third, ſo uſually pretended, viz. 
Fear of ſubverſion of our Religion, tor though the Houſe of Com- 
mons, the firſt Parliament of King Fames, vote that fora reaſon, 
fo make a War upon Spain, the King was {o wiſeas not to involve 
into a quarrel againſt him upon that ſcore , leſt he ſhould be neceſ- 
ſarily drawn into a Gehiance likewiſe, with all the Roman Catho- 
liques of Chriſftendome : and {o that vote was daſht out of the Re- 
cord by the Regiſter. 

But weſhall take the two for granted, That Juſt fears are indeed 
true Defenſives, as well as actual Invaſions ; but offenfive Wars for 
Religion, King Fames was of opinion are never juſt : -Not to force 
the Conſcience (which Guides the Soul) with the power of the 
Sword , which is but humane? and though he was by his Title 
Defenſor fidei, it oppugned , yer he was not thereby authorized, | 
to quarrel with another mans belief. | | 

For the firſt Ground; the concernment of the Palatinate, as 
there was no color in that PrinceElefFor to accept of the Kingdom of | 
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Bohemia, ſo no Juſtice in the houſe of Auſtria ro retain the Pala-| 
tinate from him, For though an Zle&ive Monarchy cannot be ſo tree| 
as ans Hereditary, yet if yo take to boot the Cuſtomes, tranſ- 
attions, and privileges ot that Kiggdome of Bohemia, It will ap- 
pear as poliuve, as Soveraigns Deſcendent, But leaving that Ti- 
tle as diſputable, I ſhall not offer at it , though I were able to ma- |. 
ſter the Queſtion. 

And then the Quere will follow, whether an offenſrve War, being 
made unjuſtly , the Defendazt may nor, by diveriion invade and 
maſter the undubitable poſſeſſion of the Aggrefſour , who is now 
turned Defendant of his own * Surely he may, and enjoy the con- 
queſt lawtully , and is not bound to reſtore it but by force: which 
torce is as lawfull to be done as the other, The Spaniard in eigh- 
ty eight invaded our Seas, and defigned itupon our Land allo,

And truly King Fames held thefe Opinions, which put him into 
Treaties for the Palatinate, upon terms and conditions of a mari. 
age , With Prince Charles his Son, and the Infanta of Spain; 
wherein being ſome years deluded, it was juſt in him to begin the 
way by force, which he did, as it is now for King Charles to endea- 
vour thelike regaining it for his Brother-in-law by a War, which 
he now intends. For Wars are Yindide Revenges, Reparations z 
like to croſs ſuits in civil pleas, ſomerime both of them juſt, And 
thus much for the Palatinate. 

The Second Ground, A juſt fear of ſubverſion of our Civil Eſtate. 
The overgrowing Greatneſs of any neighbour Nation is a neceflity 
impoſed upon anothers fear of violation , which becomes defen- 
ſrve, Chriſtian Prinees havea juſt invaſive War againſt the Turk , 
as a grand Enemy indeed; not tor caule of Re/igion,no good ground 
for that: but upon a juſt fear,. becauſe the fundameatal Law in 
that Empire, 1s to propagate their Mahometas faich, by any War, 
So ſaies the Perſian tor his belief, two oppoilte enemies upon that 
ground : and the Chriſtians are as well upon the Preventive, as the 
Defenſive Was. 

All men know the great endeavours of the Spaniſh Monarchy to 
al! pire new Acqueſts, and to be abſolute. The Hiſtory of the Tri- 
umvirate Kings ( Henry the eighth of England, Francis the firſt of 
France, and Charles the Emperour and King of Spain) ſhews them 
ſo provident, as between themſelves to keep the ballance of Ex- 
rope upright z Not one to edge upon the other, and herein not to 
ſtay tor the firſt blow, or tobe the laſt to be eaten up, The Crown

| great riſe from a Colonel , ro be General of the Engliſh in the Mil- 
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effects of the Palatinate war, wherein he was ſuſpected by that ill 
ſucceſſe, his own complaint, He ſuffered diſgrace by his Enemies 
about the imployment of the Palatinate] from which timetwenty 
ſeven years fince he was importunate to be called home for imploy-. 
ment here. His indulgent careffing the Duke with letters from 
the Low- Countreys, who truly betore witht him not much kind- 
neſſe, yet in the end. gave him warning to this Zxpeaztion, and 
Commiſſion to waft hither ſuch Officers and Souldiers Exgltſh, as 
he ſhould elect out of Companies, ten Captains and thirty officers;

Being mer together at the ſouthern Cape, their Comiſſion giving 
leave to be ar liberty where to land, and which was ſo long in 
defigning, that the whole Coaſt were alaraw4, into ſo ſudden a 
paſture, as was not ſafe to ſhore any where.

This was that Doors opinion, which the Arch Biſhop of Ar- 
mh confirmes with theſe notes of Antiquity. 

That the Angel of the Church of Epheſus was by the fathers 
called Biihop, 1s cleerly confirmed both by the ſucceſſion of the 
firſt Biſhop of that Church, and by the Teſtimony of 1gnatins 
who (within twelve years after) diſtingusſheth ghe fingular and 
conſtant Preſident thereof from the reſt of the mimber of the 
Preſbyters, by appropriating the name of Biſhops unto him. 

The former 1s declared in the general councel of Calcedon , by 
Lecctius Bilhop of Maeneſiay That from Timothy, there had been 
2continued ſucceſſion of twenty ſeven Biſhops; all ordained in 
Epheſas, of which number the Angel of Zpheſws muſt needs be 
one, whether it were Timothy or one of his next ſucceſſors, 
That Timothy had been Amtiſtes (as Fuſftin Martyr calls him,) and 
the father, term, a Biſhop, or Pretident, is confeſſed by Beze.

gainſt Parliaments. | | 

For my death, I here acquit all the world, and beſeech the God of Hea- 
ven heartily to forgive them, though in the intentions and purpoſes of my 
heart I am innocent of what 7 die for. 

And, my Lord Primate, it is a very great comfort unto me, that his 
Maſjeſtie concerves me not meriting ſo \ and heavie a puniſhment as 
i the uttermoſt execution of this Sentence. I do infinitely rejoice in this 
mercie of his, and IT beſeech God to returs it upon him, that he may fird:

tion of their vigonr and due execution ; or ſome evil cuſtomes preter- 
legal, and abuſes FOxRE had been tobe removed : or ſome injuries done

Puniſhable by the Laws, have now the confidence,: by vulgar clamonrs, 
and aſsiſtance (chiefly) ta demand not onely Tolerations i themſelves, 
in their vanitie, noveltic, and confuſion; but alſo Abolition of the 
Laws againſt them, and a tatal extirpation of that Government, whoſe 
Rights they bave a minde to invade. 

This, as to the main : other Propoſitions are (for the moſt part) but 
4s waſte paper, in which thoſe are wrapped up, to preſent them ſomewhat 
more handſomly. | 

Nor do 1 ſo. much wonder at the varictie, and horrible noveltie of 
ſome Propoſutions (there being nothing ſo monſtrous, which ſame fancies 
are net prone to long for.) 

Thu caſts me into, not an Admiration, but, an Extaſie, how ſuch 
things ſhould have the fortune to be propounded in the name of the two 
yes the Parliament of England : among whom, 1 am very confi- 
dent, there was not a fourth part of the Members of either Houſe, whoſe 
judgments free, ſingle, and apart, did goreve or deſire ſuch deſtryttive 
changes in the Goverment of the Church. 

. 1am perſwaded there remains in far the major part of both Houſes, 
(if free and full) ſo much Learning, Reaſon, Religion, and juſt Mode- 
ration, as to know how to ſever between the wſe and the _ of things ,| 
the inſtitution, and the corruption ;, the Government and the mi = 
vernment ;, the primitive paterns and the aberrations or blattings of 
after copies. 

Sure they could not all, upon [o little or no Reaſon ( as yet produced to 
the comrarie) ſo ſoon renounce all regard to the Laws in force, to Anti- 
quitie, to the pretie of their reforming ——_ to the proſperitie of 
former times inthis Church and State, unaer the preſent Government of 
the Church. . 

Tet, by a ſtrange fatalitie, theſe men ſuffer, either by their abſence, or 
ſilence, or negligence, or ſupine credulitie (believing that all s Gold, 
which u gilded with the ſhews of Zeal and Reformation) their private 
diſſenting in Fudgment, to be drawn into the common Sewer or ſt ream of 
the preſent Vogue and humour , which hath its chief riſe and abetment 
from thoſe popular clamours and Twmults, which ſerved to give life and 
ſtrength tothe infinite aitivitie of thoſe men, who ſtudied, with all dili- 
gence and policie, to improve to their innovating Deſigns, the preſent 
Diſtractions. I | | 

Such Armies of Propoſitions having ſo little, in my judement, of 
Reaſon, Fuſtice, and Religion on their ſide, as they had Tumult and Fa- 
ion for their riſe, muſt not go alone, but tver be back and ſeconded, 
with Armies of Souldiers : though the ſecond ſhould prevail againſt my 
perſen, yet the firſt ſhall never over-come me, further than I ſee cauſe z 
for 1 look not at the number and power ſo much, a Imeigh their Reaſan 
\- Had the two Houſes firſt ſued out their Liverit, and once effectually 
redeemed themſelves from the Wardſbip of theTumults,(which can be no 
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other than the Hounds that attend the Crit, and Hollow of thoſe men, 
who hunt after Factions ,and privare Deſigns to the ywhnz of Charch and 
State.)

Deas, near the River fide of Severn, and ere the Prince had notice 
ſends forth two Parties to fall upon two of the Princes Quarters, 
which was performed, whileſtj/a/er's mainBody ſlipt between both, 
and a Party+was left alſo to face them and make good the Retreat, 
which came off bur diſorderly with loſs of ſome Souldiers. It was 
held a hand{dme conveyance, and unexpected, to. bring himſelf 
out of the Snare by uncouth ways. 

This Allarm ſoon reached Gloceſter , and cauſed Maſste there 
to ſend affiſtatce of two Troops of Horſe and three' hundred 
Foot to fetch him off; This Party. mer him two Miles off the 
Town, where being combined, they deſign to ſet upon Tewxbury, 
and taking conventency by the Princes abſence and Waller's ſuppo- 
ſed Defear,inſtantly they march,and come up to theTown by break 
of day, one part whereof fell into the'Ham, ſeizedthe Guard left 
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with the reſt of the Foot came up Gloceſter way; ſurprized and flew 
the Centinel , climbed over the Works, cut dawn the Draw- 
Bridges, the Horſe and Foat ruſhing in, and the party on the other 
fide Awvos ready to enter alſo, There they found in the Town 
three hundred men commanded by Sir Matthew Carew, whom the 
Triumph of yeſterday's ſuppoſed Vitory had lull'd aſleep, and 
now awakened by this ſudden Allarm, rowſed up to a ſhuffling 
fighting poſture, and then to a Retreat and after to an Eſcape, and 
but ſome Souldiers taken, Thele ſudden Surpriſals gave various 
intelligence to Oxford, not able to credit any Relations, belng fo 
ſtrangely inconſtant, but onely to chances, - 
Yet a party of the Princes Horſe appear from the top of the 
Hill near Tewxbury, as if his Body were hard by, whereupon Waller 
| marches thither that Evening, reſolving to break down or make | 
good the Bridg at pron upon Severn, beſides which there was no 
Paſs nearer than YYorceſter ;, but the Scouts told him, the Prince 
wasthere before, and guarded ir, The next day Y/aller advances, 
and found him in Ripple- field, his Army drawn up, and divided into 
three Bodies, faces him, but would not fght, being fewer in num- 
ber, no Shot prepared, no Caanoneers, few Foot, the Winde'nor 
Sun tofriend , and their Retreat, if need were, through along 
Lane. In this poſture, though ſome perſwade to fighr, others 
would not ; and ſo Y/aller retreats into the Lane, commanding a 
Party of Dragoons to face the Prince, and the Musketiers to ſtand

That in truth the Commiſsion he ſemt to Sir William Waller was 
not ſo full as he uſually grants, and the Reaſons why he was ſo limited 
are not to be diſcovered, But tells them withall, that he did no more 
than what he ought todo; and that the charge he took upon him was 
not his own ſeeking, though it was a great encouragement to him, that 
the Honſes thought him once worthy of the ſole command, which how- 
ever leſſened, yet he will never deſert the Cauſe as long as he hath any 
bloud 1s: his veins, till the Kingdom hath regained her Peace, or an end 


made by the Sword, 


But Sir YVilliam not well pleaſed with all this, returned his

Aud to colour the gryelty, it was ſfurmized, that probably chele had 
ſome horrible Deſfgn againſt the Parliament, City, and Kingdom , 
which was referred.to other Committees to do and order the Ca- 
valiers, to diſpoſe-and command them as they ſhould think fir. 
A miſchief to the Sufferers beyond all their former mileries, thus 
to ſubmit to a Ciry Commitree made up (they ſaid) of Tradeſmen 
and Tailours. 

Theſe Tidings reach to the knowledg of the King and his 
Council at axford, who diſorderly {eek in private their own-ſafety, 
leaving the King to ſhift for himſelf.

And yet as buſie as they are with theſe matters of State, yer 
they had time and neceſſity it ſeems to vote the Sale of the Braſs 
Monument in the Chappel of Windfor Cathedral to be ſold, and if 
the value exceed not fix hundred pounds, then that Money tobe 
paid unto theGovernour Colonel Yen,who was ſo cunning,and had 
the Commitree, as to have it 
ſold for no more; and ſo he had that Money, beſides other Sums 
ſhared by the by, of which the Parliament were deceived, This 
Monument which the Committee call Braſs defaced, was that curj- 
ous, coſtly, elaborate Tomb, erected at the immenſe charge of Car. 
dinal Wolſey, intended tor the memory of King Heyry the eighth, 
And ſo ſerved the Cardinal's Deſign alſo for his own memory, as 
the re-edifying of St. Paul's Church in London continues the Mo- 
nument of Laxd the Arch-biſhop of Canterbury, The other was a 
piece of rarity, and ſold fora Song to a Dutch man, that made of it 
much more for the weight of Braſs. 


| There had been ſome neceſſary occaſion at the Gariſon of Dex-; 
nington Caſtle for the King, as uſual in moſt Gariſons beſieged, to

The Lord Broghall and the Lord 1nchequin were particularly for | 


the Parliament. Broghall had intermixed ſeveral Succeſſes againſt 
the Rebells, he rook Caſtle Lions and Inchequin Caſtle near Toughall, 
then his Horſe marched to Dungarver, returning with five or fix 
hundred head of Cattle, and beſieged the Gariſon of Blarnly 
Caſtle, and the next Night gained the Out-works, and the next 
Day ſet three;Battering Guns againſt one of their new Flanks ſix- 
teen foot thick ; within the Caſtle their Powder took fire, and 
blew up and ſpoiled twenty of their Men, which with the bold 
Attempts of the Beftegers, the Caſtle was ſurrendered the next 
Day, the fifteenth of F#ne, two hundred perſons to march away, 
who left this exceeding ſtrong place being held by faint hearrs for a 
ſmall ſpace, and now delivered up to ſlender Forces.

Concerning the thirty Articles the Popiſh Clergy diſclaimed

promiſed by the Oath. But that all things are rather reterted to the 
judgement of our moſt renowned King. ( From whom in this pre. 
ſent eſtate we can have nothing ſetled : and in the meantime the Armies, 
Weapons and Fortifications , and the $ m_ Councel of the Confede. 
rate Catholicks it ſelf, are (ubjetted to the Authority and Command of 
the Council f the State, and the Proteſtant Officers of hs Majeſtic, 


and many other cauſes being moved only by our Conſciences, and having 
God before our eyes, that it may be known to all and ſingalar, as well 
Iriſh as ftrangers, that we have not, nor will give our conſent to ſuch 
Peace,except that ſafe condition(as well for our Religion as for the King, 
and for the Countrey according to our Oath ) be offered wnto ws. Aud 
that our Flocks, and all our Catholick people without confederate Forces 
who in theſe general meetings have ſometimes asked our advice in this 
Spiritual buſineſs, belonging only toa Spiritual Fudge , may know cer. 
tainly what hath been determined by us, to the end that the godly and 
faithful Catholicks , obeying their Shepherds and Paſtors, may concur in 
the ſame. We have commanded this Decree to be written and publiſhed 
in all places in the Engliſh and Iriſh tongues, which we have confirmed 
with eur hands and Seals. But to the other queſtion concerning Excom- 
munication we have referred until the next Seſſions, Given at Wa 
terford 12, of Auguſt 1646.
